We express the unanimous opinion 
of all right-tbinking persona in the 
community, in saying that the article 
in Tueaday'ii "Standard" is a dis- 
(frace to journaliBm.

Fortunately all our read- 
ers in this plade" are aware.^and we 
impreis* the fact' on our readers in 
Oanaka,— that the "Standard" repro- 
Bonta'nobody except its present editor. 
This gentleman, we believe, went to 
Ottawa to "make a nation," and sub- 
sided into a troublesome mendicant for 
potty oCBces. He ratted from Sir 
John Macdomild to Mr. Mackenzie;

Mackenzie aqd Sir John Macdonald muBi 
foll^^ th^ ^sbes of the constituoncieR. 
It is certain that any ignorant and unwar- 
rantable iUBjlUs offered to His Excellency 
the Governor-General will do more tlinii 
onything wo can imagine to offend and 
wound the mass of the people in Canada, 
oud to disiDclino thum to agree to what 
otherwise they might have been willing to 
nndertftUo. AVbethor the utterances of 
tba Standard are the result of malice, of 
ignorance or of pure ruflianism, we do 
not care to inquire. It seems inoredihle 
that anyone should have been asaooiated ^ 
even for a short time, witb personB en 
gaged in public life m Canada, without 
baving formed some general idea at least 
ot the position and constitution ul 
fanotlons of the Governor - Gonornl.

The kindly interest which ho 
takes in our people forbids him to permit 
them to dwell in a world of illusions, and 
His Excellency ia at tho saino timo ex- 
tremely anxious that tlii^ro phonld be no 
illusion in tho public mind hero as to the 
objects of bin visit and tlio acopo of bis 
powers. It will bo a sad retrospect if 
Lord J^ufforin can only look back upon 
this place as a scene of confusion and un- 
practical ideas. Let us get to business 
and put the blackguard and knave on uno 
side. Touch him in his tenderest part — 
his pocket — by withholding patronoge 
and subscriptions. That is the way to 
show Lord Dull'orin that wo do r\o\ sym- 
pathize with his cowardly assailant. How 
is tbo Island line to bo built"?

Six Month's on a Wreck.— Capt. Nel- 
son of tho British bark Abbey Cowper, 
which arrived at San Francisco last week, 
states that on July 3d, while in lat. 37 10 
N., Ion. 167 35 E., ho sighted a vessel 
S.S.E., apparently dismasted and with 
signals flying. He bore down upon her 
and sent the chief oiHoer in the second 
lifeboat, who returned with two men and 
I'^heir effects. He found the wreck to bo 
th o Japanese junk Coki Cuman of Tats- 
un\'a, Saugura, late master, bound from 
Hod '<kong to Yokohama, and had left the 
formo V port the of Xovember, 
1875. The junk had heen dismasted, 
after w.'j'^'^ ^""l drifted helplessly 
about. The master and nine of tho 
crow had '^i'^d from four to six 
mouths ago- of scurvy, and the two 
survivors had salted tliera down in 
the hold, the .rteneh from which was hor- 
rible. They h »d thrown tlui cargo— salt 
fish— overboard. The two nurvivors, 
Katsurva, mate, »nd Toms Fitcbi sailor, 
worn in almost de v''"'"'-'''' condition from 
sBurvy, the former Ijoing perfectly black 
and entirely hclplo.^S tliR latter not being 
so bad, but both v. ^ry much omacnited, 
they having had nothing but dry rico, 
■what fish tbey .oaaght, and no water but 
when it rained, and latterly no fire, they 
having used everything available for burn- 
ing. Tho junk was a oo.mplete wreck,and 
her bottom was covered with seajveed and 
barnacles.

Mn. Chairman and Gentlemen:— 

I beg to thank you most warmly for the 
courteous welcome with which yon have 
been ploasod to greet my visit to your 
Province win; h, though tho remotest of 
all tho provinces of the Dominion, sur- 
passes most of thom in the oxtraordinary 
beauty of its sconory, in tho oommodi- 
ousnoss and mullitudo of its harbors, and 
in the continually extending evidences of 
its mineral resources.

I recognize with satisfaction the large 
and liberal views you display in calling 
my attention to tho inter-dependeneo ex- 
isting betweon your metropolis and the 
Province and between the Province and 
the rest of tho Dominion, and 1 need not 
assure you that I appreciate to the full 
the many unfortunate consequences which 
may have arisen out of the successive do- 
lays which have intorvonod between tho 
ratilioation of tho original agreement un- 
der which British Columbia entered into 
Confederation and tho present moment, 
in respect of tho comraencefncnt of tho 
great railway work, upon whoso comple- 
tion must in a great meaauru depend tho 
perfect identification in thought and fool- 
ing as well as in- their material interests 
of British Columbia with her sister Prov- 
inces. 

As yon are aware in spito of its indis- 
])utably countoryailing advantages the 
march of Farliainontary Governmunt is 
oocasioniil ly disturbed by unexpected 
ohecks and miscarriages whicih it is alto- 
gether beyond the power of the executive 
administration either to control or avert, 
nor is it within tho competence of the 
head of that executive wlKstlior as repre 
sontod by Her Majesty to her advisors at 
home, or by tho (iovernor-denoral here, 
to do moro than enporintend and give 
free play t<i tho working of tho constitu- 
tional machine; but, gentlemen, be as-

Ho luid once before had an attack of a 
similar nature, but to all appoaranccB 
had entirely recovered. A very ele- 
gant gold watcli, which had been pro- 
Hcntcil to liim liy some passongor.s ho 
had oni'o saved from a watery grave, 
and which ho liad with him whoa lio 
boarded the "l^hiir Hoylo," could not 
bo found when tho body was dolivored 
to the Coroner.

EASTERN STATES. 

MoNTGOMEUY, Ai.A. Aug. 23. — The 
third and most dLstructivo crop of 
caterpillars havo madothoir appoaranco 
in great uumbord throughout the 
state. •• .

Chauleston, Aug. 23. — Laborers on 
the rice-plantation, along the Comba- 
pee river havo struck for au increase 
of fifty per cunt, in wages. Owing to 
the demoustratiou of tho ntrikora it is 
impoHsibld to supply their placoH, but 
Gov. Chamberlain has ordered the 
sheriff to summon a strong "posse " 
and protect those who wish to work. 

Cii.Mti.KSTON, Aug 21. — Accounts to- 
day fro;ii Conibajioo region are bad. 
Tho strikers are very turbulent, and 
havo compelled all hands on the plau- 
tatioua to stop work. So far they have 
successfully resisted offorta of the civil 
authorities to control them. The 
latest from Coinbapoo, where the rico 
laborers have been striking, reports 
that by the offorta of Congressman 
Smalls, and Lieut. Gov. Gleavas 
(both colored) the mob of riotous 
strikers was induced to disperse. Tho 
ringleaders wore arrested and lodged in 
Beaufort jail. The strike is regarded 
as finally at end.

A Spanish national 
air was piayeu ui iiiu ^x^^^ r.t f),A 
second act, and then ho stood with 
party and bowed to the applause 
which greeted him. Previous to tho 
porformauce four young and well 
dressed Spaniards , approached the 
box intended for Don Carlos and tore 
the Spanish flag from it and on being 
remonstrated witli by tho usher ono of 
them said that Don Carlos was no true 
Spaniard and did not deserve to bo 
honored by the Spanish flag. The jan- 
itor summarily ejected him from tho 
theatre and hia companions followed. 

Sr. Paul, Aug. 2:i— A special to tho 
Pioneer Press from Bismarck says a white 
scout named Burke has just arrived from 
the mouth of tho Kosebnd. The dis- 
patches state that Crook and Terry, after 
making a junction and following up the 
mam Indian trail, left their wagons, tents 
and so forth, and took 37 companies of 
cavalry and were making forced marches, 
expecting to overtake tlio Inaiann boforu 
they reached thO Yellowstone rivor. Tho 
night before last a largo war party of 
Sioux appeared on the opjjosite bank of 
tho river from Bortliold Agency and de- 
manded 8n])plio8.

EUROPE. 

London, Aug. 21!.— Ainouni of Inilliun 
withdrawn from tho Bank of England on 
balance to-day was six hundred thousand 
pounds, chiefly for Lisbon. The Portu 
Roso Governmont having ordered one mil- 
lion pounds Btorlinj<.
